During Hie past few ye»sg tfcere hM 


been very littl* profit in raising hogi 
in most parts of th<5 country. The e»- 
tHiisron of oor hog products from sev- 
eral European countries has Had the 
effects of bringing down prices at home. 
The periodic scares about trichina 
have caused many eauticms persons to 
abandon the use of pork. No pork 
products except bam, lard,ftod, fan«y 
sausage are any longer favorite articles 
of tood among the more wealthy classes 
in large towns. They demand fine 
beef, sprmg lamb, game and poultry. 
The greatest discouragement, kojwever, 
has been the prevalence of the swioc 
plague, ordinarily knowa as the hog 
cholera. 
This disease has produced 


larger losses in a much shorter time 
than any malady that has appeared 
among any kind of domesticated ani- 
mals in this country. Thus far but 
little light has been thrown on the 
origin of the disease and the manner in 
which it is spread. 
Many theories 


have been propounded, but in the opin- 
ion of most persons none of them hare 
accounted for the phenomena that bare 
been presented. 
It is certain that 


very few aro competent to treat the 
disease or to prevent its spreading 
through a herd or from one farm to an- 
other. 
| 


Still, with all the discouragements 


that attend it, pork prodnction will 
probably always continue to be one of 
the leading farm industries in this 
country. This is the greatest pork- 
prodncing country in tike world, and 
most, likely it will always remain so. 
Tlie climate and the products of the 
soil aro admirably suit, d totheproduc- 
lion of pork. Corn can be produced 
cheaper here than in any foreign coun- 
try, and corn is the best food to use in 
fattening hogs. Clover, rye, apples 
and potatoes aro also produced in great 
abundance, and these are all very valu- 
able for feeding to hogs in any stage oj 
the!" growth. 
This is a great milk- 


producing country, and whey, skimmed 
and sour milk can be fed to hogs to 
liettcr advantage than to other ani- 
mnls. The climate is very favorable to 
hogs. The heat in any part of _tha 
country is rarely so great as' to injure 
them. 
With cheap protection they 


can bo kept with profit in the most 
northern tmr of States and Territories. 


Still, witli all these advantages many 


farmers in those portions of the country 
where the largest crops of clover and 
corn aie raised are giving up keeping 
hogs on an extensive scal«. 
They 


think that the prolils are too small for 
the large risks involved. They will 
continue to raise pork for their own 
use, but will raise but few hogs for the 
market 
Most likely wealthy farmers 


•will devote more attention to horses 
and cattle and thereby give farmers 
who lutvc smaller 
means a better 


chance to make money by kseping 
bog?. Apparently the swine disease is 
moic fiequent as well as more likely to 
prove tatiil on the flat prairies, where 
voiy large1 crops of corn are raised, 
than on rolling and high land. The 
nsks on account of &wine plague are 
much greater where all the land 11 em- 
biacod in improved farms than in parts 
ot the country that are sparsely set- 
tled. The disease appears to be car- 
ried fiorn ono farm to those near to it, 
ami often carries off nearljr all the 
hogs, kept m a town that is thickly set- 
tled. 
The risks attending the keeping of 


hogs may be gre.ttly reduced by hasten- 
ing their growth as fast as possible. 
The longer a hog is kept the more 
likely it is to contract the swine plague 
and die 
There is as great advantage 


in having hogs mature early as in hav- 
ing catllc ready to turn off while they 
iu-p si ill voting. As a nile, there is 
little piofft in keeping hogs over the 
winter unless they are designed for, 
breeding purposes. PIgsdropped early 
in thu spring oan be raado to wejBk 
two hundred pounds before very cold 
weather occurs. For many years pack- 
ers have shown a preference for hogs- 
of moderate si/*. Country butohiers 
like wcll-faltened hogs that will weigh 
•when diessedng^bout two ' hundred 
pounds,. They are better adapted to 
the retail 
trade (,than very large 


hogs. They are also better for use in 
the family. It is difficult to core, the 
meal of 'very heavy bogs, so that it 
will be certain to keep through the 
summer. When the meat is to i be 
bmokod, light hogs are preferable to 
very heavy ones. Few families wish 
to boJ a ham Hiat weighs over twelve 
pounds, while tlun sides make the 
linost breakfast bacon.—Chicago Times. 


WORTH TRYING. 


A Slni|>lo Method of Toaclllnf- Horses to 


Slsuid Without Being Hitcliud. 


An old horseman gives the following 


as his method of training horses to 
stand without boing tied: After young 
horses have once becoaie entirely 
biidle-wise, I first endeavor to t'each 
them the meaning of every word I say 
to them. This is not a difficult matter, 
provided loo many words are not used 
at once 
The first step is to adopt 


some word at the sound of which they 
are to understand that they must stop. 
Words that are ca&y to srjeak, and 
winch can be made emphatic, should 
be chosen, such as "ho," "whoa," etc., 
and every time the word is used tho 
horse to which it is spoken should be 
mndc to obey it fully 
Carelessness in 


regard to this matter will do more to 
undo what, has been taught than any 
tiling else. When a horse fully under- 
stands the meaning of the word which 
you use when you wish him to stop 
and stand still, the greater part of the 
work is accomplished 
H« then can 


be trusted with safety while you leave 
him a short lime. To take no risk, 
and to make the work mort effective,' 
it is a good plan to get into th« vehicle 
to which a horse is hitched, and, hav- 
ing stopped after a short drive, one 
should get <rat and leave him for a, 
short distance. Should the horse then 
start, the one in the veiiclfl can draw

view with Mr. Powderly upon the com- 
ing convention of the Kniiihts of Labor 
to be held at Richmond. 
Mr. Powderly 


says: "It will be an American Congress 
in all the word Implies, for while out 
countrtesihave artificial boundaries which 
separate them from each other,In our or- 
gnnizatlomthere are no barriers between 
nations ornationalities. The convention 
will be decidedly representative. 
Every 


man will speak directly for his own con- 
stituency 
and 
every 
woman, 
who 


has a 
right to do so. 
Men 
who 


belong to other labor organizations—not 
tradea'iunions, but organizations of a So- 
cialistic- or Anarchist tendency—have de- 
clared that they will make the Knights oi 
Labor the field of their operations. I 
shall go to the convention at Richmond 
fully determined that no member of any 
other organization shall have a voice in 
shaping or influencing the actions of the 
order. Anarchism will not be tolerated 
and can have no influence in our order. 
The Anarchist cranks of this country 
were very anxious to have a general 
strike for the Eight-Hoar system on 
the 1st of last May. 
They desired that 


every industrial center of this country 
should have a strike so that, if possible, 
they might take advantage of the excite- 
ment and perform the work of destruc- 
tion. To show how insignificant an in- 
fluence the Anarchists exert in our or- 
ganization, I need but to refer to a cir- 
cular which I issued the 13th of last 
March. In one part of that circular I 
gave an advice—only an advice—to our 
members that, inasmuch as the General 
Assembly of the Knights of Labor had 
never recommended the 1st of May as the 
day on which to inaugurate the Eight- 
Hour system, our 
members 
should 


take no part in the demonstration. A 
<»riinder spectacle was never presented to 
the world than the admirable manner in 
which the organization acted in that or- 
deal. While enemies of the Knights of 
Labor, critics and faultfinders have en- 
deavored to lay the blame of the 1st of 
Mayor these Anarchist troubles on our 
organization, they have not a shadow of 
foundation on which to base their asser- 
tions. 
When tkat advice of mine went 


alonir the line of the Knights, every man. 
stood firm. Our critics have said that 
our organization was without discipline, 
but 
the 
illustration 
I 
have 
given 


proves 
the 
contrary 
to 
be 
true. 


No, the Anarchists never can have any 
influence in our organization. Anarchy 
means destruction of law and order, the 
breaking of social ties and fabrics. 
Our 


organization aims at maintaining law and 
order, and believes Iu substituting good' 
laws lor bad ones, and establishing more 
firmly the social and political lies which 
bind our people to ouch other." 


Mr. Powderly then said that bethought 


it would be necessary for the convention 
to take, definite action in regard 
to 


strikes. 
"At the 
Cleveland convention 
we 


placed a check on boycotts, so much so 
that they have not occurred since. No 
sooner did our order place its strong 
hand on the strike and boycott than tho 
employers of labor began to strike and 
boycott. 
Over two hundred lockouts 


have occurred since the employers got 
tho idea that members of our organiza- 
tion could not strike without violating 
the laws of the order. 
I 
have al- 


ways opposed strikes; I always will, 
except as a last resort; but the action of 
the 
employers 
ol 
labor 
since 
the 


Cleveland convention has made it ab- 
solutely necessary for us to take some 
action to protect our own members. 
Whatever legislation is enacted will bo 
judicious and well regulated, whether it 
relates to the strike or the boycott. The 
pcacelul words of the committee will 
consist in effecting such leeislation as 
will bring the industrial people into 
closer relationship, and as will gather 
local assemblies that are now isolated'1 
together under State jurisdiction—such 
legislation as will bring the trades to-' 
gether and nearer to those who are not 
fortunate enough to have learned trades. 
Our insurance laws will undergo an en-, 
tire revision. 
A committee on revision 


of our laws and constitution are now in 
session at Philadelphia. They have not 
as yet perfected the plan which they will. 
present to the General Assembly at Rich- , 
mond. There are a number ol changes 
to be made in several parts of the law 
which relate only to detail. There will 
be some changes made in the laws by 
which the general officers are governed." 


Mr. Powderly was then asked If his or- 


ganization placed more reliance in boy- 
cotts and strikes than it did in the ballot. 
His reply was: "No; it does not. 
It be- 


lieves in the judicious use of the ballot, 
und discussions which take place in our 
assemblies concerning the laws of the 
country are In the direction of teaching 
the citizens their duty. The employes of 
parties or men are not discussed. The 
merits of John Jones as candidate of one 
party or another will not be discussed tn 
our assembly, but the laws to be enacted 
by John Jones, whether elected as Repub- 
lican, Democrat or otherwise, furnish 
food for discussion. The parties of the 
present day are on trial. The million of 
men who are iu the Knights of Labor are 
to-day studying the science of govern- 
ment. 
They in turn will be teachers of 


other millions, and, if the parties of to- 
day do not heed the handwriting on the 
wall and make American laws for the 
American people, the millions so in- 
structed can form a party that will do so. 
There never will be a political party 
called .the Knights of Labor, but mem- 
bers of the Knights of Labor, 
in such a 


contingency as I have hinted at, may, 
one day, co-operate with other thinking 
men in forming a parly that will keep 
the country straight in the lines 
marked

themselves in the rows of benches like a 
well drilled-in crop of blooming flowers 
of which not a single seed has failed. 
Back of the reporters' tables sat a row ot 
ladies asking court attaches to point out 
the personnel of the defendants and law- 
yers. 
Still others sat on the bench, and 


with moving fans kept a whirlwind of 
furnace air eddying around Judge Gary's 
white head. The remaining three-quar- 
ter sections of the room were tilled with 
men who were 
mostly recognized as 


chronic court sitters. 


At ten o'clock the eight 
defendants 


were in their seats looking weary and 
indifferent. 
A coterie of friends 
and 


relatives were around them. 
The twelv 


jurors came in with big palm leaf fans 
and used them vigorously. Attorney W. 
A. Foster for the defense resumed his 
argument. He began by saying none of 
the co.unsel for the defense pretended to 
support or defend Anarchy or Socialism. 
They 
were simplywlelcndlng human 


beiugs charged with The crime of mur- 
der. 
He went on to declare that ttie 


links in the chain of evidence were not 
complete. 
The link 
that 
connected 


them with a conspiracy and the con- 
spiracy with a crime was wanting. 


Proceeding in his remarks, Attorney 


Foster said the State was making and 
exploding bombs and bringing in splin- 
ters as testimony, and for the purpose of 
horrifying tho jury. But there was only 
one issue in the case, and that was, did 
the defendants destroy the life of Police- 
man 
Degnan. 
The 
celebrated 
"Ke- 


verige" circular, Mr. Foster said, was 
simply oue of frenzied rage and passion. 
It did not 
call a meeting anywhere. 


Whether the atlack by the police at 
McCormick's 
was 
justified 
or 


not counsel said he would not inquire. 
It had no connection with this case.' 
Referring to the Haymarket meeting, he 
said that .men in times of great excite- 
ment had a right to arm themselves and 
appear in full force, but Spies refused 
to speak at that meeting unless the ob- 
jectionable line "arm yourselves and ap- 
pear in full force" was stricken out of 
the "revenge circular." 


Mr. Foster rlJiculcd the idea that the

Mr. Oren managed to get out 
ot tho way and thus saved himself from 
being cored to death. Dr. D. N. Moore 
attended him, and gave him necessary 
attention. Tho wound may result very 
seriously. The eyo-bnll was pressed out- 
ward, but is now in place. The eye is 
greatly inflamed. 


$ 3.OOO JUOBB by Fire. 


Between 11 and 12 o'clock last night, 


just before the storm, the large log bain 
011 the M. C. Glasgow farm, 5 miles west 
of Decatur on the Springfield road, 
caught fire from Borne unknown cause 
and was totally destroyed, together with 
its contents, involving a IOKB of fully 82,- 
000, on which there was an insurance of 
8100 in the "Continental" company. 
There were cono of the 15 horses in the 
barn.lns they hod been turned out into 
the field. Tho 500 bushels of corn, 25 
tons ot hay, two buggies, spring wagons, 
fnrm wagons, and fully $100 worth ot 
harness were consumed. Mr. Glasgow 
wan the last .to leave the barn last even- 
ing, The bam was either set on fire or 
it was caused by spontaneous combus- 
tion. The great light brought out all 
Mr. Glasgow's neighbors to the rescue, 
and they worked hard and successfully in 
saving adjacent property that was m dan- 
ger o£ destruction. 


Another Burn Burnt. 


At 2 o'clock this morning lightning 


struck the large barn on the E. O Smith 
fnrm, two miles south of Hervey City, 
aud it was destroyed by fire. The barn 
contained a span of mules, harness farm- 
iug implements and five tons of hoy. All 
were destroyed. The loss is over 82,000, 
with small insurance. 
The tenant in 


charge of the farm is Israel Baum, who 
was assisted by neighbors iu the attempt 
to pave hia property. 


Killed by Idghtuing. 


This morning at 2 o'clock, while the 


storm was raging furiously in and about 
La Ma BO, Jacob Peck, a well known 
fiirmer, was instantly killed by lightning 
m his dwelling, oue mile notth of the 
village. The ram was coming down in 
torrents and the water was coming down 
the chimney. Mr. Peck arose to repair 
the ohimuey from the inside. Lightning 
struck the chimney, and Mr. Peck was 
instantly killed. The house was badly 
damaged and the inmates ,were severely 
shocked. Mr. Peek was aged about 45 
yearn, and loaves a ,widow and five chil- 
dren, lie ;wns a member of the 116th 
Regiment, and the owner of a fmm of 80 
aores.

Gomrip Aboat Its P 
and Characteristics, 


Less than twenty years ago the west- 


crn hall of Kansas was marked on oar, 
school geographies as a part ot the 
"Great American Desert" Scientific 
writers claimed that the soil never 
could produce any thing unless the 
land would be irrigated; but either 
they were wrong or great changes 
have taken place in the climate an* 
soil. The "dosert" is dotted all over 
with towns and the settler has gone 
over beyond the Colorado line. Immi- 
gration is pouring into this part of the 
country at such a rate that soon not a 
quarter-section of desirable land will 
romajn nntnkon. 


When anew connty is to be settled the 


o-cographioal center is determined, a 
town platted, and the boom begins; but 
the prospective county seat is not per- 
mitted to flourish in pence.. Soon rival 
towns spring up in close proximity, 
claiming superior advantage and hold- 
iniT out extra inducements to the new 
ones. In Greeley County there are 
four towns aspiring to bu the county 
sent and metropolis of the West. The 
two favorite endings for the names of 
towns are City and Center. There are 
Bird City, Garden City, New City, 
Lcoti City, and Scott Center, Greeley 
Center, Smith Center, and many more 
ot the same kind. 
w 


The oounliy is very level, with few 


draws and no sloughs. Oocasionally 
then- are dn basins sunk several foot 
below the general level, that seem to 
be the beds of former ponds or small 
lakes 
Entire sections can be selected 


where the greatest difference in eleva- 
tion does not exceed eight or ten feet, 
and of which every foot can bo culti- 


' Good water is obtained at a depth ol 


from fifty-five to eighty feet in this 
county. 'Wells arc dug and left un- 
walled, tho ground being of such a na- 
ture that it does not, cave in.

the wells I have seen, and that is a 
good many, water is drawn by a rope 
passing over a pulley, with a bucket at 
each end. 
One of tho novel sights to be seen 


here is the mirage. 
On certain days 


and at certain periods in the day lakes 
and islands appear around the horizon 
with a distinotnesb that seems to be 
real. Cattle at a distance seem like 
gigantic monsters, with legs twenty 
feet long, stalking through tall grass 
and Wdtcr; houses appear to be lifted 
away above tho horizon and often re- 
semble bird houses resting on the top 
of a polo; s-ometimes they are appar- 
ently Kiirroundcd by water; loaded 
wa"tmcs resemble, ships sailing on a 
distant lake or a threshing machine 
moving along the road. Never before 
did I realize how deceiving must IK* the 
mirage to the weary, thirsty traveler of 
the de.sert until I rode over the prairie 
one calm, hot afternoon. 


"Prairie schooners" can be seen 


goin.f in every direction, their owners 
searching the country, as did the Bible 
patriarchs, for a suitable place where 
their Hocks and herds could feed, until 
they find a spot, that suits their fancy. 
The old frontiersman will say: "I 
have been in this Western country now 
for eleven years, and this is the best 
place I'vo struck yet." 
These old set- 


tlers, say that the eastern part of the 
State was once just as this part now is. 
As soon as a man has settled on a 
claim, it is the best quarter in tho com- 
munity, and in his neighborhood arc 
the best people, the deepest and richest 
soil, tho heaviest gross and the sweetest 
water in the county, which is the ban- 
ner county in tho Stale.

My wife paid for 
what she received and told your agent 
that she didn't want the remaining 
parts of the work, and you and your 
agent know this. I only wish you and 
your agent knew half as well what in- 
fernal nuisances you are. 
The frauds 


by which your agents get well-meaning 
persons to sign their names in a book, 
which they do to get relief from thep 
impudent importunities, the cowardice 
which your deliverers display in threat- 
ening timid ladies with trouble if they 
do not comply with some alleged con- 
tract, and your attempt to do the same 
by Hulling and dunning on Unitqd 
States postal cards, are equally me^n 
practices, which no respectable man or 
woman in business or society can in- 
dulge in if they have any reputation to 
lose. 
] 
"In conclusion, let me admonish you 


about the use of the United States 
postal card. You had better read ijp 
the statutes on the subject. I will 
hand your postal card over to tbe 
United States commissioners, and you 
may have an opportunity to get consti- 
tutional light on the subject from 
Judge McKennan or Judge Butler. In 
the meantime, if your deliverer has any
